is a loyal Tildenite and prominent in both 
local and state politick 
“The story is an 
old one by this time,” said he. “and 1 am 
su rprised that it has not leak ed ou t before, 
as there is no desire on the part of Mr. Til­ 
den’- friends to su ppress it 
In the fir» t 
place the 
appointment 
of 
Postmaster 
Pear ou to su cceed himself, did not meet 
with Mr. Tildeu ’s approval, bu t be event­ 
u ally became reconciled to it as a necessary 
conce-i-ioii to the mu gwu mps, with the u n­ 
derstanding that nothing more cou ld be be­ 
stowed in the same qu arter u ntil the proper 
demands of the Democracy shou ld be satis­ 
fied. 
lu e president su bsequ ently sou ght 
Mr. Tillen’s cou nsel regarding « mecensor« for 
Collector Robertson. Su rveyor Graham and 
Naval Oificer Benedict, and seemed desirou s 
of snowing some regard for his recommen­ 
dations. 
President Simmon^ of the stock 
exchange, was accordingly named for collec­ 
tor and Smith 
M. Weed for su rveyor 
by the Greystone sage, who also su ggested 
that it wou ld L*e good policy to select a rep­ 
resentative Brook lyn Democrat for naval 
officer. ” 
“How did the pro-i lent appear to receive 
these su gge-tion-?'’ 
The answer was that he did not seem to 
regard them otherwise than favorably.

this point the narrator of the story was 
j >i t i ed 
by another gentleman, who. althou gh 
of ies» er prominence, stands qu ite as high 
iu tho estimation of Mr. Tilden. 
He freely

Messrs. Hodden, Beattie and Bu rt was an­ 
nou nced. the old man’s indignation k new no 
bou nds. 
It proved to him that Cleveland, 
Manning and Whitney had no regard what­ 
ever for his wishes. 
Fu rthermore, Bu rt’s 
selection was additional evidence of Cleve­ 
land’s disposition to pander to the 
wu mps. 
When President Cleveland came to this 
city to attend Gen. Grant’s fu neral it was 
annou nced in advance that he contemplated 
a visit to Greystone and a conference with 
Mr. Tilden.

and Smith M. Weed, both of whom met 
him in the most formal manner. 
Finding 
the atmosphere of the room too chilling, 
Mr. Manniu g sau ntered ou t on the veranda, 
followed by Mr. Weed. Once ou t of ear­ 
shot of the ex-governor. Mr. Weed pro­ 
ceeded to pitch into the secretary. 
He told 
him that he was in his present high podtion 
mostly by Mr. Tilden’s friendship, and that 
withou t the same influ ence Cleveland cou ld 
never have been elected.

lowing ships, all of which were bu rned to 
the water's edge and su nk : Minnesota, Su s­ 
qu ehanna, 
Congress. 
Sou th 
Carolina, 
Iowa, 
Lotta 
Grant, and 
Fair Play. 
With the exception of the last two all for­ 
merly belonged to the United Btates navy. 
They bad been condemned and were bou ght 
from the government by Stannard & Co., 
who were to break them u p for the old iron 
and plau k s they cou ld get ou t of them. 
The fire 
brok e 
ou t 
on 
the forward 
deck of ths Colorado, where men were 
at work 
bu rning 
u p 
plank s to get 
the iron spik es. 
On the right of the Colo­ 
rado was the Su squ ehanna, to which the 
flames spread rapidly, and before either it 
or the Colorado cou ld be towed ou t the 
other vessels were in flames. 
They 
all 
bu rned lik e tinder, and the sk y was red for 
miles arou nd. 
The bright light brou ght 
hu ndreds of the villagers to the beach, and 
they gaxed in wonder at the fearfu lly beau ­ 
tifu l sight 
The heat was so intense that it 
was impossible to go near the bu rning ships. 
The flames crept along the deck s and bu l­ 
wark s of the historic ships, eating their 
way u p the shrou ds into the rigging, and 
the pictu re of the eight bu rning vessels ou t­ 
lined against a bank of ink y clou ds was 
me of a lifetime. 
From as far as Flu shing 
the villagers hu rried to the scene, expecting 
to find some little hamlet in ashes, while 
aven at Rock away, where the red horizon 
was plainly visible, it was thou ght that 
sither Jamaica or Flu shing wai in flames, 
and a report to that effect reached Long 
Island City. 
Within three hou rs nothing was left of the 
former defenders of America bu t a few 
charred plank s of floating timbers. 
The 
bu lls sank at once to the bottom, going 
down with a hiss and a gu rgle amid a clou d 
i t steam. The Colorado was the first to sink , 
and as the waters closed over her a mast 
from the Minnesota toppled over on the 
CongressJand together 
they sou ght the 
sandy bottom of the sou nd. The Su squ e­ 
hanna bu rned loose from her moorings, and 
at one time it look ed seriou s for the fishing 
craft anchored along the line. 
She floated 
abou t fifty yards from the shoro, and, after 
trembling for a minu te, k eeled over and 
sank . The » Sou th Carolina and Iowa followed 
her 
to 
the 
bottom 
in 
short 
order, 
bu t before going down the flames spread 
from the Iowa to the Lotta Grant and Fair 
Play, two schooners lying near tho shore, 
ini they, too, sank . 
Who the owners of 
the schooners were cou ld not Unascertained, 
os tho crows became so mixed u p iu the 
crowd of spectators that they cou ld not be 
fou nd. 
It was not u ntil the last vo-tige of tin 
bu rning boats had disappeared that the 
villagers left 
Mr. Stannard said hio los.-* 
wou ld not bo less than $100,000. 
Had the 
vessels been serviceable, tho lo>s wou ld have 
footed u p to million-. 
An attempt will b* 
made to raise tho hu lls. 
The loss on the

to gether than o ne cares to see. 
With a 
casu al acqu aintance su ch pecu liarities are o f 
little mo ment, bu t fo r my part I sho u ld no t 
cho o se o ne who po ssessed them fo r a friend 
witho u t du e trial and searching pro o f. 
At this time the English pu bUc were mu ch 
interested in an impo rtant will case which 
was no w being tried. The rev ersio n to a 
v ast su m o f mo ney depended u po n the testa­ 
to r’s sanity o r insanity . Like mo st o ther 
peo ple, we du ly discu ssed the matter. 
I 
su ppo se, fro m so me o f my remarks, my 
co mpanio n u ndersto o d that I was a do cto r. 
He asked mo a go o d many technical' qu es­ 
tio ns, and I described sev eral cu rio u s cases 
o f mania which had co me u nder my no tice. 
He seemed greatly interested in the su bject. 
“Yo u mu st so metimes find it hard to say 
where sanity ends and insanity begins,” he 
said, tho u ghtfu lly . 
“Yes. 
The bo u ndary line is in so me in­ 
stances hard to define. 
To giv e in su ch a 
du bio u s case an o pinio n which wo u ld satisfy 
my self 1 sho u ld w ant to hav e kno wn the pa­ 
tient at the time he was co nsidered qu ite 
sane” 
“To mark the difference#” 
“Ex actly . 
And to kno w the bent o f the 
character. 
Fo r instance, there is a friend 
o f mine. 
He was perfectly sane when last 
I saw him, bu t fo r all I kno w be may hav e 
made great pro gress the o ther way in the 
interv al.” 
Then, witho u t mentio ning names, dates o r 
places, I described Carristo n’s pecu liar dis­ 
po sitio n to my intelligent listener. He heard 
me with rapt interest. 
“Yo u predict he will go mad?” he said 
“Certainly no t. 
Unless any thing u nfo re 
seen arises he will pro bably liv e and die as 
sane as y o u o r I.” 
“ Why did y o u fear fo r him, then?’ 
“ Fo r this reaso n: 
I think th at any su d­ 
den emo tio n—v io lent grief, fo r instance— 
any u nex pected and cru shing blo w, might 
at o nce distu rb the balance o f his mind. Let 
his life ru n o n in an ev en gro o v e, and all 
will be well with him.” 
My co mpanio n was silent fo r a few mo ­ 
ments. 
“ Did y o u 
mentio n y o o r 
friend’s name?” he 
asked. 
I lau ghed. “Do cto rs nev er giv e names 
when they qu o te cases.” 
At the nex t statio n my co mpanio n left the 
train. 
He bade me a po lite adieu , and 
thanked me fcr the pleasu re my co nv ersatio n 
had giv en him. 
After wo ndering what sta­ 
tio n in life he o ccu pied I dismissed him fro m 
my rnind, as o ne who had cro ssed my path 
to r a sho rt time and wo u ld pro bably

Still, the scanery by which 
he was no w su rro u nded was su perb, and 
i lie acco mmo datio n be had secu red, if no t 
lu x u rio u s, fairly co mfo rtable. 
He tho u ght 
we co u ld no t do betto r. 
A po stscript to his 
letter askei me to address him as CeciJ 
Csut, no t Charles Carristo n. 
He had a re* 
so n fo r changing hi« name—a fo o lish reaso n, 
I sho u ld no do u bt ('all it. 
When we met ha 
wo u l i let me kno w it 
This letter at o nce decided me to accept 
Lis inv itatio n. 
In a week’s time my ar- 
r'lngemeats fo r leav e o f absence were co m- 
plete, ar.d I was speeding no rthw o ri in the 
highest 
spirits, and well 
equ ipped 
with 
ev ery thing necessary fo r my fav o rite ho li­ 
day pu rsu it 
I lo o ked fo rward with the 
.Teate.-t pleasu re to again meeting Carris- 
to a. 
¡fo u nd him at Cai iendar waiting fo r 
*• 
Tb" co ach did u o t fo llo w the ro u te we 
v ¡*ro o blige I to take in o rder to reach the 
inew h 
u nireqo nto d part o f tbo co u ntry 
in which o u r tent was pitched, so my friend 
lad 
u ro d 
the serv ices o f a primitiv e 
v ehicle and a stro ng, shaggy po ny to bear 
u s the remainder o f the jo u rney . 
So » io n as o u r first hearty greetings were 
o v er, I pro ceeded to 
aa certain ho w-the last 
y ear Lu 1 treated Carristo n. 
I was bo th

The Battle of Shiloh is now finished and 
on exhibition at the permanent build­ 
ing erected expressly for it on Michigan 
Avenue, between Madison and Monroe 
streets, Chicago, 
A correspondent 
in 
speaking of this wonderful picture says: 
As an old soldier who was at “ Shiloh,” I 
desire to commend the magnificent paint­ 
ing now on exhibition on Michigan ave­ 
nue Chicago It is startlingly realistic, and 
brings vividly to mind the desperate bat­ 
tle of Shiloh.. 
True, it can only give a 
sketch of a portion of the field, but what 
is given is the most thrilling portion of 
the first day’s fight. 
The spectator who 
enters the platform of this panorama is, 
as it were, literally in the storm and fury 
of actual battle. 
If the sounds of battle 
could be counterfeited after the manner 
of stage devices it would be almost too 
realistic. 
As it is, it is a demonstration 
of genius which is beyond belief to won­ 
dering eyes, and one instinctively uncov­ 
ers in the presence of such a reproduction 
of awful actuality through the painter’s 
art. 
Criticism is hushed in the contem­ 
plation of so much that is beyond criti 
cism. 
General Hurlbut riding through 
the “ b .jsh ,” General Grant and staff, 
Colonel Dickey, General W. H. L. Wal­ 
lace, and others, are strikingly depicted 
and, considering the colossal scope of the 
painting, are remarkable likenesses of 
the originals. 
But the most wonderful 
part of this work is the blending of the 
real with the painted unreal. 
The real 
trees absolutely merge into the painted 
canvass, so that the deception is amazing 
and confounds the eye. 
The trees are 
veritable “ shoots” ;of the fores* which the 
spectator would wager could be climbed, 
so perfect are they before the visioD. The 
shells, the flash of small arms, the glitter 
of swords, the smoke of powder, are all 
depicted to the life. 
T ne “ bou’ors of the 
battle,” a trite phrase little understood 
by those who never witnessed the reality, 
are done with fcarfu1 realism. 
Old sol­ 
diers will look with mournful pleasure 
upon this almost li 'ng pictu *e of what 
they alone can rightly understand. 
The 
soldiers of the west w li take more intei 
estin this picture of Shiloh than they die 
in that of Gettysburg for the reason that 
so many more of them were at Pittsburg 
and ing.
